The Privacy Protection Study Commission was created 
by the Privacy Act of 1974. The 638-page report is the 
result of the Commission ' s two-year study during which 60 
days of hearings and meetings were held and more than 300 
witnesses heard. The Commission did a study of data banks, 
automatic data processing programs, and information systems 
of governmental, regional and private organizations, in order 
to determine the standards and procedures in force for the 
protection of personal information. The Commission has 
recommended 162 specific ways to give legal emphasis to 
the individual's concern for the confidentiality of his (her) 
records. In general, the Commission's recommendations 
provide a framework within which the individual can have 
access to records maintained about him (her) , a right to 
know how the information is collected, what uses will be 
made of it, who can see it and how it will be disclosed. 

(NOTE: In response to the recommendations made by the 

Commission, Representatives Goldwater of California and 
Koch of New York, both of whom served on the Commission, 
on 12 July 1977, introduced legislation to stop the 
unnecessary intrusion into the private lives of Americans. 
They claim th'eir ten bills would guarantee privacy of 
credit, banking, insurance and medical records. The 
proposals cover abuse of the social security number and the 
record-keeping practices of the Internal Revenue Service.)
